SEIS OVERVIEW

On October 1, 1999, the National Marine Fisheries
Service (NMFS) announced its intention to prepare a new
Supplemental Environmental Impact Statement (SEIS) for
the Gulf of Alaska and Bering Sea/Aleutian Islands
Groundfish Fishery Management Plans (FMPs).  In
January 2001, NMFS published the Draft Alaska
Groundfish Fisheries Programmatic SEIS.

The Draft SEIS is available for public review and
comment. Public hearings, and a public teleconference,
will be held during March and April of 2001 to receive
testimony on the Draft SEIS (see back page of this news-
letter for dates and locations). All comments received from
the public will be considered by NMFS when preparing
the final programmatic SEIS.

SEIS COMMENT PERIOD EXTENDED

Due to the fact that the draft SEIS is a very large and
complex document, NMFS has agreed to extend the
public comment period for an additional 60 days, until
June 25, 2001.

3) Identify incomplete or erroneous information.

4) Provide information on how a management plan
would affect you.

5) Offer specific, reasonable alternatives that would help
accomplish management goals.
